Gephardt's political future was 
buoyed Nov. 3, when Democrars 
surpassed tlieir own expectations 
and picked up five seats in the 
House.

dozens of candidates and helped

Park chief may close Yellowstone spill sites 

YELLOWSTONE NATIONAL PARK, Wyo. — Concern over 
failing sewage systems may force Yellowstone National Park 
Superintemienc Mike Finley to close some park facilities next 

Finley said he will not risk any more illegal sewage spills like 
the four in the past year that have Wyoming environmenial offi- 
ciaLs threatening to fine the park. 

"We've been using chewing gum and baling wire trying to keep 
chose facilities upen to the public, but we simply can't cuiuimie to 
“run ilieTlsk of future'vlolQtlons," Finley said. 

The park staff is as.scs.sing the risk of future snills, he said, and 
if it cannot he limited, sewage systems will he shut down, 
inevitably lending to the closure of campgrounds, hotels >iiid 
stores that depend on them, 

Park officials have luen requesting cash to repair or replace the 
systems for over a decade. And Inst month, the Wyoming 
ik-partmcnt of Environmental Quidity. issued park'offlclals a for- 
mal citation for spilling 227,000 gallons of sewage into (he 
Ycliowsionc and Firchole rivers. 

A $50,000 fine was proposed and (he case referred, to the 
Wyoming attorney general, 

"TItey're required to uphold the law," Finley said. "Because 
they've upped the ante, l)ccau.se they’ve gone co the next level of 
enforcement of some sort of fine or civil action ,-igainsi ihe park, 
we have to take tlic necessN-iry steps to comply, including dosing 
facilities."

Rush Limbaugli is once again 
the most popular radio tulk-siioiv 
host in America, according to 
the controversiai national sur- 
vey done twice a year by the 
trade magazine Talkers. 

Talkers says Limbaugli has “at 
least" 15 million weekly listen- 
ers, followed by Laura Schics- 
.singer with at least 14.5 million, 
then dropping off to Howard 
Stem with at least 9 million. An 
UuU-and-Dr. Joy Browne at 6.5 
million. Don Imusat 5.25milIion. 
Jim Bohannon at 5 million, 
Bruce Williams at 4.5 million, 
then G. Gordon Liddy at 3.5 mil- 
lion and the Dolans with 2.5 mil- 
lion. 

These figures are well below 
the numbers usually cited for 
most of these hosts. Limbaugh 
claims around 20 million listen- 
ers and Imus talks about 10 mil- 
lion. 

These are also well below thq 
numbers cited in Talkers’ March 



survey, when the magazine 
raised many eyebrows, including 
Limbaugh's, by estimating hq 
had 17.25 million listeners and 
had fallen behind both 
Schicssinger at 18 million and 
Sternal 17.5 million.

Be piepared to pay extra for' 
products, Takasugi warns

POCATELLO — Ban administration 
Agriculture Director Pat Tnkasugi has 
put consumers on notice that if they 
want u cleaner environment they miisi ’ 
buy Amcrican nnd be prepared to pay 
for it. 

At the annual conference of the 
Idaho Association of Soil Conservation 
Districts this week in Pocatello, 
Takasugi agreed witli other agriculture 
leaders that U.S. farmers need to make 
a profit if they arc going to have the 
cosh to meet environmental sinndords 
and abide by environmental restric- 
tions. 

And each time consumers turn their 
backs on domestic goods in favor of 
imports, Takasugi said, they arc only 
helping perpetuate environmental 
problems like deforestation, water con- 
tamination and pesticide pollution out- 
side the more regulatory conscience 
United States. 

“AlHhose-nasty-rcgtiiarions don’t — 

exist overseas,” Takasugi said. 
“Consumers have to step up and pay 
their share. They have to realize a 
cleaner environment isn't free, and we 
don't have the resources to do it our- 
selves.” 

He reiterated to some ISO producers 
at the conference that siastainabiliiy is 
the key to the future of farming, not 
just in Idaho but the nation, and that 
requires attention to preserving the 
vii^ity of the land and water. 

And others warned against short- 
sighted strategics that may help 
counter depressed prices today but 
could end up destroying the food-pro- 
ducing resource in. the long term. 
Traditional approaches that do not 
make conservation sense must be aban- 
doned, they said. 

Cooperation rather than confronta- 
tion between resource users, environ- 
menialisis, policy makers and regula- 
tors is critical in maintaining that cru- 
cial balance, said Lynn McKee, the 
Environmental Protection Agency’s 
Idaho director. 

"We need more openness in solving 
our problems together and less hiding 
the ball to protect our own interests," 
McKee said.

The company, based in 
Stamford, Conn., has received sever- 
al inquiries from other companies 
interested in buying it, she said, and 
hopes to sell within die next year.

A gateway to prosperity 

Emerging border crossing lies at heart of growing industrial center, 


SANTA niRIi:SA. N.M. (AH) — • 
ft's livelier than it initially looks, 
this isolated little twrder crossing 
hidden atvay iit the desert bnisli. 

Cars and trucks filter ihrougli 
at a leisurely pace in stark con- 
trast to the crush a few short 
miles away in Texas, where Inter- 
national bridges lal»r under the 
weiglit of thousands of vehicles. 

All things being Telatlvc, 
thougl), the Santa Teresa Hon of 
Entry ranks as die busiest of die 
state’s three border crossings. 
Rasiness leaders say it is becom- 
ing the center of a southern Nciv 
Mexico industrial boom. 

“Clearly there is a measure of 
success on all fronts down at 
Santa Teresa at this time," said 
Jim Coleman, deputy director of 
the New Mexico Border 
Authority. “I think we’re just 
now seeing the fruidon of seeds 
that were planted many, manyN 
years ago. 

“They arc just now Ixtaring the 
fruit that everybody hoped it 
would.” 

'Hie Santa Teresa pon, a clus- 
ter of modem buildings growing 
-fnim an expansc-of-tumblewccd. - 
and sand dunes, opened in 1993 
amid high expectations that it 
would liecomc a gateway to pros- 
iwriiy. 

Bui its isolation from industrial 
centers in neigliboring El Haso, 
Texas, and Ciudad Juarez, 
Mexico, kept the port and, by 
extension, New Mexico from fully 
lapping into the growing stream 
of international trade. 

Infrastructure, and the lack 
thereof, was a key problem. Hort 
facilities were iniuolly housed in 
a trailer and at first the road 
leading up to the crossing from 
Juarez wasn’t even paved. - 

Getting there from the U.S. 
side hasn’t been much easier. 
Motorists must navigate a cir- 
cuitous path through the town's 
backroads just to rcadi the bor- 
der. 

Tliat sliould change cariy next 
year when Texas finishes a sec- 
tion of road that will give trucks 
and tourists a straight shot to 
Interstate 10. New Mexico has 
already completed the pan of the 
road leading from Uie port. 

Even witli those problems, traf- 
fic has grown steadily, particular 
ly in the past two years.
